FREE GOLD HAS VANISHED. 


Nearly Five Million Dollars Reserve 
Taken for Exportation.

GOLD WILL COMMAND A PREMIUM 


Is the Opinion of Bankers in Chicago—The 
Reserve Lower Than it Has Been 
Since Specie Resumption— 
Conjecture as to How 
the Emergency 
Will be Met. 


Washington, April 21.—(Special.)—A 
breach of two to four millions was made in 
a hundred million gold reserve today. Pub- 
lic interest is profoundly aroused as to how 
the administration will meet the condition 
which confronts it. Nothing has transpired 
concerning the long cabinet session today 
at which the problem was considered in all 
its phases. Secretary Carlisle favors stop- 
ping the payment of gold for treasury notes, 
those issued for silver bought under the 
Sherman act, and indicated as much in his 
statement given out last night. President 
Cleveland, it is understood, does not want 
that done. He believes it could be a long 
stride toward putting the country on a silver 
basis and that he proposes to avoid if pos- 
sible. He thinks that remedy would afford 
but temporary relief and that bonds would 
have to be issued any way sooner or later. 
He believes that to decline to pay any sort 
of the obligations of the government in gold 
would so shake confidence as to impair the 
credit of the government most seriously. 
It must be remembered that there is no law 
requiring a reserve of a hundred millions 


to be kept for the redemption of greenbacks 


and that this figure was arbitrarily adopted 
by John Sherman at the time of the resump- 
tion of specie payments. No ordeshas yet 
been issued suspending the payment of. gold 


for treasury notes; and in circles usually - 


accurately informed in such -matters it is 
held that none will be. However, such a 
statement is premature until we know what 
was decided upon, if anything, at the cabi- 
net meeting today. 


The Cabinet Discusses the Situation. 

Washington, April 21.—At the cabinet 
meeting this morning, at which all the mem- 
bers of the cabinet were present with the 
exception ot Secretary Herbert, the finan- 
cial situation, it is understood, was almost 
the exclusive topic of discussion. The 
meeting lasted for two hours and a half, 
andi was the longest session of the cabinet 
since the new administration came into 
power. When the treasury department 
closed its doors this afternoon the gold re- 
serve of $100,000,000 had been invaded to 
the extent of $2,500,000 to $3,000,000. 
When the day opened there was in the 
treasury $185,000 of free gold. This 
amount was increased by gold offerings 
from the west, aggregating about $1,750,- 
000. The large withdrawals of gold for 
shipment from New York cut this down to 
such an extent that when the cabinet met 
Secretary Carlisle found that the orders for 
gold up to that time—about 1 o’clock—had 
wiped out the free gold and invaded the 
gold reserve to the extent of $2,557,000. 

As far as it can be officially ascertained 
this is the amount taken out of the gold re- 
Serve today for export tomorrow, although 
it is unofficially stated that $700.000 in 
gold, exclusive of that taken out at New 
York, had been withdrawn from the sub- 
treasury at Boston for export to Canada. 
If so this would make about $5,000,000 in 
gold taken out of the country for shipment 
tomorrow, and leave the gold reserve in- 
vaded to the extent of $3,000,000, or the 
total gold in the treasury at $97,000,000. 
It is believed that this invasion is but tem- 
porary and that within a few days the de- 
pleted reserve will be restored to its original 
figure—$100,000,000. 

Will Be Redeemed in Gold. 

While nothing official can be obtained 
here as to the decision of the treasury de- 
partment in regard to the payment in gold 
of the treasury notes of 1890, the fact that 
these notes are being paid in gold upon pre- 
sentation proves conclusively that they will, 
for the present at least, be redeemed as 
heretofore. The construction placed upon 
Secretary Carlisle's statement given to the 
press last night was that when he reached 
the limit of the gold reserve he would ex- 
ercise his discretion and pay this class of 
a when presented for redemption in sil- 
rer, * 

To this extent are the occurrences today 
“ surprise. It is stated with positiveness 
that there is no disagreement on the finan- 
cial situation between the president and 
Secretary Carlisle or among the members 
of the cabinet.

In the main 
the judgment was unfavorable to no small 
extent because of the statements of am- 
biguity. 

No word wag received at the subtreasury 
here from Secretary Carlisle, relative -to 
the condition of affairs. According to As- 
sistant ‘Treasurer Mubler’s figures, the net 
loss of fold to the treasury today was 
$4,600,000, of which all but $20,000 was 
for export. 


Secretary Carlisle estimated this morn- 
ing that he had ,000 free gold in the 
treasury. If he had received none today 
from sources outside of New York, the 
treasury’s free gold is all gone and the

First Time Since Specie Resump tion. 


This is the first time since the resumption 
of specie payments that the hundred million 
reserve has been gone into, counting in the 
subsidiary con as part of the available 
funds of the treasury. A difference of 
opinion exists as to whether the subsidiary 
coin should be thus counted. If not ‘then 
the reserve has been encroached upon seven 
times previous to now as follows: July 1, 
1882, it was reduced to $90,381,291; Aun- 
gust 1, 1882, reduced to $92, 052,286; De- 
cember 1, 1882, $98,901,448; January 2, 
1883, $85,269,805; February 1, 1883, $95,- 
075.444; May 1, 1883, $93,334,146; June 1, 
1883, $99,7% 949. The subsidiary coin was 
not accounted in the above. 

The stringency of gold has made itself 
evident lately in the customs receipts, which 
used all to be paid in gold. Of late scarcely 
any gold has been received by the treasury 
from this source. Today's receipts of duties 
at the custom house were made up as 
follows: Gold coin, $1,500; silver coin, 
$12,400; gold certificates, none; silver cer- 
tificates, $119,500; United States notes, 
$15,650; treasury notes, $132,150. 

The Street Fall of Rumors. 


Naturally as in time of excitement, the 
street was flooded today with all manner 
of stories. One was to the effect that Pres- 
ident Cleveland, dissatisfied with Secretary 
Carlisle’s conduct of the treasury depart- 
ment, had demanded his resignation, and 
another that the president had issued an 
order to the various assistant treasurers 
to pay all treasury notes in gold as fast as 
presented. These reports were given merely 
to indicate the sort of information that 
is flooding the streets at this time: 

One of the latest rumors was that Con- 
rad Jordan, the newly appointed assistant 
treasurer at New York, was to hold a con- 
ference with the New York bank presi- 
dents tonight, but this was without veri- 
fication. 

Gold Will Be at a Premium. 

Chicago, April 21.—‘I think Secretary 
Carlisle made his intentions quite clear in 
his statement,” said J. B. Forgan, vice 
president of the First National bank, this 
afternoon. “He says that he has made 
arrangements for securing gold, but does 
not state what they are. In his a as 
outlined, gold will no longer be paid on 
silver certificates after the $190,000,00U0 
gold reserve is touched, but will be_paid iu 
greenbacks. Of course, it is only guess 
work whether or not he can secure enough 
gold to prevent the limit $100,000,000 be- 
ing reached. If he does not, then there 
will certainly be a premium on gold and 
consequently on greenbacks. If the pre 
mium is put on, I don’t think it will be less 
than 10 per cent. Gold is already practi- 
cally out of circulation and_ there is now 
only a foreign premium upon it of about 
1-2 ner cent,” 

‘Mr. Carlisle is a very experienced €nan- 
cier and probably knows what he is doing,” 
said Cashier L. A. Goddard, of the Fort 
Dearborn National bank, “If gold in the 
treasury gets down to $100.000,000 so that 
no gold is paid out on silver certificates, 
it will put a premium on gold, but I think 
we have no cause for the least apprehension 
yet.”’ 


What Nashville Bankers Say. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 21.—In reference 
to the published statement concerning Mr. 
Carlisle’s financial policy, Mr. Herman 
Justi, president of the First National bank, 
in an interview said: 

“Tf the bankers of the country will only 
act upon Mr. Carlisle’s suggestion and sup- 
port him in his effort to 
prevent the ‘cornering’ of mon- 
ey, we shall see better times everywhere. 
The silver purchase law should have been 
repealed, but as this wasn’t done, Mr. Car- 
lisle must be supported in his efforts to 
bring relief, and keep up the credit of the 
government. Mr. Carlisle will be equal to 
every emergency. 

Mr. Thomas Plater, president of the Cap- 
ital City bank, said the purpose of Mr. 
Carlisle was to continue the payment of 
gold coin for gold certificates, and to a 
limited extent for silver certificates. 


RICHMOND BUSINESS MEN DISCUSS IT. 


They Pass Resolations Favoring a Bond Sale 
avd Will Call on the President. 

Richmond, Va., April 21.—(Special.)—A 
committee of prominent Richmond business 
men will probably call upon President 
Cleveland in-a few days and present.a peti- 
tion, calling on him to direct a sale of gov- 
ernment bonds to relieve the present finan- 
cia] stringency in this country. The paper 
has been signed by prominent baukers and 
othere representative business men here. 

The tobacco exchange today adopted res- 
olutions endorsing this policy and the flour 
and graiv trade will tomorrow consider the 
same subject. ’ 

The resolutions of the first named 
say that the want of confidence which is 
produced by the present mouetary stringen- 
cy, and the silence of the governinent as to 
what policy may 9r can be pursued, to re- 
lieve the situation is aggravating the evil.

THROUGH ITS SECOND READIMG. 


Gladstone Makes Another Speech 
for Treland. 


A GOOD MAJORITY ON DIVISION. 


Gladstone Cheered As He Returns from 
the Lobby—Death of Lord Derby— 
Other Foreign News. 


London, April 21.—Early in the evening 
the debate was monopolized by minor 
members. At 10 o'clock Mr. Gladstone 
entered hurriedly and amidst cheers. Mem- 
bers began to return rapidly. At 10:20 
o'clock Mr. Balfour was received with 
cheers. All the members had in the mean- 
time taken their places and the house 
waited expectantly for the heavy guns of 
the final debate. Mr. ‘Balfour rose 
shortly before 11 o’cleck. A. longer 
period had never’ been occupied with 
the second reading of a bill, he said, than 
had been allowed for the present debate. 
No man, however, had dared contend that 
Within the narrow limits of the two islands, 
four assemblies, with four executives, could 
be operative in harmony with one imperial 
parliament. He, himself, could not be- 
lieve that this childish imitation of .the 
United States constitution would ever com- 
mend itself to the judgment of the British 
people. (Cheers.) 

The Right Hon. Sir Henry James, liberal 
unionist, addressed the house in opposi- 
tion to the bill. He was heartily applaud- 
ed at the close by the conservatives and 
liberal unionists. : 

As Mr. Gladstone arose to address the 
house the cheering was renewed. Like Mr. 
Balfour, he was in splendid form. His 
voice was clear and fuller than before 
during the session and his movements have 
evidence of unusual energy and earnest- 
ness. The principal weapons of the oppo- 
sition, be said, were bold assertions, per- 
sistent exaggeration, constant misconstruc- 
tion and copious arbitrary and baseless 
propigfcies. “rue tere were conflicting 
financial arrangements to be dealt with, 
but among the difficulties nothing existed 
which ought abash or terrify men desir- 
ous to accomplish a great object. ‘The op- 
position had evaded steadfastly the real 
me wey of the second reading. How must 

eland be governed if this bill be rejected? 
Lord Salisbury had asked for twenty years 
of coercion, but as the policy of converting 
Ireland to Protestantism, inaugurated un- 
der Queen Elizabeth, had failed, down to 
the present time, what ground was there 
for hope that in but twenty years more it 
would succeed? 

Mr. Gladstone’s closing words were: 

“You cannot be surprised that we have 
undertaken the solution of this great ques- 
ion, as On the one hand, it is not the 
least of the arduous efforts of the liberal 
party; so, on the other hand, it will have 
its place in history—yea, and not remote, 
but early history—is not the least durable, 
fruitful and blessed among its accomplish- 
ments.”’ 
: Before the cheering ceased George Bart- 
ley, conservative for North Islington, rose 
to continue the debate. Mr, Morley, chief 
secretary for Ireland, moved the closure 
and it was adopted. 

As Mr. Gladstone returned from the 
lobby, the liberal unionists rose and waved 
their hats. .John Redmond shouted: ‘Three 
cheers for Parnell,” but the only response 
was laughter. 

The announcement that the bill had nags- 
ed its second reading by a vote of 347 to 
304 was the signal -for more cheers and 
hat waving. There was another demon- 
stration when Mr. Gladstone left the 
house. Crowds had gathered outside the 
building, and as the prime minister rode 
away he was followed by their cheers. 


WILL NOT ACCEPT JUDD

Count Kalnoky states that the 
reason for refusing the exequatur is be- 
cause that Mr. Judd is an Australian by 
his former allegience and is engaged in the 
enligration business.

, Sing Sing, April 21.—Rohle and Pallis- 
fer, two murderers under sentence of death, 
: ped from the prison here last night. 

y are both New York men. Pallister 
sourdered Probationary Policeman Adam 
Kane at Grand street and South Fifth ave- 
nue, and Rohle killed the veteran Paulsen 
in. Hester street apartments. Both were 
under sentence and were soon to be electro- 
cuted. Superintendent Byrnes, of New 
York city, has been notified, and every ef- 
fort is being made to recapture the pris- 
oners. | 

It was not until 5:40 o’clock this morning 
that it was discovered that the murderers 
had escaped. When Guard Glynn entered 
the condemned cell building; as usual at 
that hour, he was astonished at discovering 
the two night watchmen locked in the cell. 
When the guards were released they told a 
remarkable story. 

Guard Hulse said that at 7 o’clock last 
night he passed supper into Pallister. The 
condemned man threw a handful of pepper 
imto the guard’s eyes. Hulse was ‘blinded, 
and Pallister rushed on him, taking his re- 
‘volver away from him, and under threats 
of death, forced Hulse in to his (Pallister’s) 
cell, first taking the keys away from him. 
He then locked Hulse in the cell and un- 
locked the cell of Murderer Rohle. The 
two murderers then unlocked the cells of 
Carlyle W. Harris and Murderer Osmond. 
They invited these two to escape with 
them. Both Harris and Osmond refused 
the offer to escape. 

Pallister and Rohle waited until 9 o’clock, 
when Guard Murphy came on duty. As 
Murphy entered the corridor Pallister pre- 
sented his pistol at Murpby’s head, and, 
taking his keys away from him, locked him 
in Rohle’s cell. Pallister took Guard 
Haulse’s shoes and cap away from him and 
put them on himself. Threatening to kill 
the guards if they made any outcry, the 
two murderers climbed down into the yard 
and made their escape, whether by the 
river or over the walls was not known this 
morning. The terribly stormy night, of 
course, facilitated their escape. 

In econnectign with the escape of the two 
condemned murderers, it leaked out this 
moriing that a brother of Rohle arrived in 
the ay about ten days ago from London 
witi+ $10,000 which Rohle had inherited. 
On his arrival hete he called upon Goldbe 
& McLaughlin, the prisoner’s counsel an 
informed them he was going to Sing Sing. 
After a stay of a few days there he return- 
ed to this city and said he would immedi- 
ately return to Europe. e is believed to 
have remained in this country and assisted 
in his brother’s escape.. ) 


A DEPUTY MARSHAL SHOT. 


A Negro Thought He Was a White Cap 
Invading Hia Home. 

Anniston, Ala., April 21.—(Special.)—W. 
N. Payne, a United States deputy marshal, 
was shot and dangerously wounded about 
10 o’clock Jast night on the Cleburne line, 
about twelve miles south of here, by a re- 
gro named Tom Clark, Payne and a posse 
consisting of Special Revenue Agent W. 
W. Colquitt and Deputy Marshal Charles 
Smith and D. S. Jackson, went out to the 
neighborhood in which the shooting occur- 
red last night for the purpose of arresting 
Charley Bannister, who was badly wanted 
for the prominent part he toék in a white 
capping outrage over’ there about three 
mcoths since. They had been told that 
Bannister would be at a certain house to 
spend the night, and about 9 o'clock, seeing 
a light in a house about one hundred yards 
from the rfad, Payne and Jackson went up 
to make inquiries, leaving Colquitt and 
Smith with the horses. 

As the two walked up to the door it was 
suddenly thrown open and some one from 
within fired, the entire load taking effect 
in Payne's right arm, right side and bowels. 

The wounded man was brought back here 
for treatment. The charge wag of large 
ae shot, and his recovery is hardly pos- 
sible, 

The negro who did the shooting gave him- 
self up this morning and confessed the deed, 

claiming in extenuation that he thought the 
two men were white caps coming after him. 


SHE DIED WITH HIM. 


Mrs. Oscar Harris Suicides Over the Body of 
Her Husband. 


New Haven, Conn., April 21.—Standing 
over the body of her husband, Frances 
Daneyne Harris shot herself through the 
heart yesterday. Bight months ago yester- 
day, Mrs. Daneyke, a beautiful society wo- 
man of Brooklyn, became Mrs. Oscar Har- 
ris, and the couple, after a short honey- 
moon, removed to this city, where the hus- 
band became the manager of Snow, Church 
& Co’s. commercial agency. 

A fortnight ago Mr. Harris was attacked 
by an illness which assumed a serious 
phase. Physicians determined that the only 
hope to save his life was to resort to 
the resource of laparotomy. The young 
wife was made acquainted with the desper- 
ate nature of the disease. 

“Do the best you can for him, for if he 
dies, I shall die too. I believe were our 
positions fransposed he would do the same 
for me.” 

Early Wednesday, despite the efforts of 
his physicians, Harris died. His wife was 
nearly crazed with grief. 

Yesterday the servant went into the kitch- 
en and while the others of the house were 
in another room, they were startled to hear 
a pistol shot. They ran into the room in 
which they had left Mrs. Harris. Blood 
was flowing from a wound in her breast. 
Before a doctor could be summoned, Mrs. 
Harris was dead.

WILL RESIST EVICTION. 


Negroes Placed on Land by the Federal Army 
Refuse to Vacate. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 21.—The supreme 
court having decided that the land on which 
James City, in Oraven county, is situated be- 
longs to James A, Bryan and wife, the man- 
date of the court has been placed in the 
hands of the sheriff of Craven county to 
dispossess ‘the 5.000 negroes living thereon. 
Sheriff Lane tried twice to execute the order 


to allow the sheriff to eject them. Yesterday 
the sheriff went to James City with a possee 
of fifteen men. Qn their approach the town 
bell: was rung and the sheriff found all the 
doors locked and the le assembled out 

doars. Not .2,.000 men and 
women were in the streets. They were polite 
in a personal way, to Sheriff Lane, but they 
intimidated the ee so that the sheriff 
found himseif thout support and he re 
turned to New Berne without executing his 
writs of ejectment. 

The matter has been laid before Governor 
Carr and he has answered that he cannot or- 
der out the militia to aid the sheriff until he 
has exhausted the power of Craven county. 
The &heriff is now summoning a large posse, 
—e the military company of New Berne, 
and he intends to make another effort to en- 
forte the law.

A COLD-BLOODED MURDER. - 


A Prominent Tennessee Farmer Killed and 
His Brother-in-Law Is Arrested. 
Knoxville, Tenn., April 21.—(Special.)— 
telegram received at midnight tonight 
tells of the murder of Thomas Tallent, in 
Monroe Gounty, last night. He was sitting 
in his room reading about 8 o’clock when 
some one fired through a window. The 
shot took effect in his head, killing him 
instantly. 

The coroner’s jury today held Q. B. 
Stopp guilty, and he was arrested and is 
now in jail. He is the brother-in-law of 
the dead man. 

The murder is supposed to be the sequel 
of trouble between Stopp and his wife. 
She left her husband’s house February 20th 
and went to her brother’s house, where she 
has since resided and was present when 
the killing occurred. She asked for alimony 
some weeks since and divorce from bed and 
board.

The Hazing Spirit at the Ohio Wesleyan’. 
University 


HAS SPREAD "0 HE SMALE 


Disgraceful Acts of a Gang o 
Young College Toughs. 


THEY BURN THE BACKS OF STUDENTS 


And the Girls Are Burned on Necka, 
Breaste and Arms—The Four Au- 
thorities Take «a Hand. 


Delaware, O., April 21.—The outrageous 
hazing performance of the students of the 
Ohio Wesleyan University is assuming pro- 
portions far greater than was anticipated. 
Some of the young students at Monette 
hall, belonging to the university, caught the 
hazing spirit from the boys and fell upon 
some of their sister schoolmates. About 
twenty young women this evening got a 
strong solution of nitrate of silver and pro- 
ceeded to brand six or seven of their school 
friends on the neck, breast, arms and hands 
for the purpose, it is claimed, of so dis- 
figuring them that they would be unable ta 
wear evening dresses at the senior recep- 
tion last evening. They lay in wait for 
them after midnight when the girls were re- 
turning from their society meeting im their 
evening dresses. This occurance, coupled 
with the outrage of the male students, has 
added fuel to the excitement. Some of 
the students last evening set one of the 
frame buildings in the college campus on 
fire, and it was entirely consumed. 

How the Boys Were Branded. 

The fact hag developed that the students 
who did the branding of the boys were not 
sophomores, but an aggregation of sluggers 
elected from the lower classes. One of the 
number, Mickey Harrold, is not a student 
at all, Havfng graduated last year. 

The six young men who were bound with 
ropes, burned with red-hot shovels on their 
backs, and on each cheek, chin and fore- 
head with the letters D. O. A., with a 
strong solution of nitrate of silver, put on 
after scratching the flesh with a sharp- 
pointed stick, are Joe B. Rogers, W. B. 
Brown and P. C. Wilson, of this city: 
Orlando C. Horn, of Dayton, O., and AI- 
bert Maustin, of Chattanooga, Tenn. 

The students were afrested this morning 
and taken before the mayor.

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Charles Williamson Killed His Brother, 
Who Loved Her. | 


KILLED ON THE EVE OF HIS WEDDING. 


Another Suitor and Is Living Happi- 
ly—A Remarkable Prisoner. 


A man who killed his brother for his 
sweetheart, became a fugitive from justice, 
and while in hiding, assisted in the killing 
of two other men, escaped after being cap- 
tured, became a fugitive for a second time, 
and who after al] lost the woman he loved, 
and for whose sake he did murder, and yet 
can smile over the whole transaction, js a 


remarkable man. 

Such a man spent yesterday in Atlanta, 
in the jail, a prisoner of the law he has de- 
fied, being carried back to the scene of his 
first crime (g answer to justice. And 
strangely enough there was nothing of the 
desperado or outlaw in his appearance. 
Well dressed, erect, smiling, self-possessed 

d easy mannered, he looked not the least 

criminal, 

The prisoner was Charles Williamson, of 
Shelby, Cleveland county, N. C., and two 
years ago he killed his brother, Erastus 
Williamson, under circumstances that have 
but few parallels. The two young men be 
longed to an excellent family, and were 
quite well to do. Through the inexplica- 
ble workings of fate it so happened that 
both paid attentions to the same young 
lady, and she won both their hearts. It 
will never be known which, if either, of the 
two brothers captured the affections of the 
charming young lady to whom they were 
desperately devoted. 

Charles Walliamson secured the promise 
of her hand in marriage and happy at hav- 
ing bested not only his brother, but many 
other aspirants for her hand, he began to 
make preparations for the wedding. About 
this time it became rumored around that 
krastus Williamson was also elgaged to 
the young lady, and things were Cousidera- 
bly mixed, and naturally enough much bad 
biood was engendered. The two brothers 
became estranged, and cherished bitter feel- 
ings toward each other. 

A terrible sequel followed the unusual 
tragedy of two brothers loving the same wo- 
man. One day two years ago, on a lonely 
country road the end came. Erastus Wil- 
liamson Was found murdered and Charles 
Williamson was. discgyered to be missing, 
The day following the killing was the day 
set for the marriage of Charles Williamson 
to the young lady who had innocently caus- 
ed the killing, but when bis wedding day 
dawned, he was flying for refuge from the 
law. He went to Columbus, Ga., where 
he was employed for a time by Carson 
Brothers. Afterwards he went to north- 
ern Alabama, where he figured in the kill- 
ing of two negroes. He was captured, but 
executed a daring escape, and leaving 
Alabama went to Texas. 

He has been in Colorado county, Texas, 
since leaving Alabama. When asked what 
occupation he followed while in Texas, he 
said with a smile that he was engaged in 
stealing cattle, and had tolerable success at 
it. Two hundred dollars reward was of- 
fered for his capture and return to Shelby, 
N. C., and last week his capture was ef- 
fected,/and Sheriff C. E. ambrick, of 
Cleveland county, was notified to come for 
the prisoner, and arrived in Atlanta yester- 
dav morning on his way home. He carried 
Williamson to the Fulton county jail, and 
had him locked in a heavy iron cage in 
front of Lewis Redwine’s room during the 
day. The prisoner was uncammunicative, 
and said that he was wanted for man- 
slaughter. Sheriff Hambrick left on the 
Richmond and Danville train last night 
with his prisoner. 

The young woman to whom Williamson

DERBY 1S DEAD. 


The Earl Closes His Long and Useful Ca- 
reer~His Pablic Life. 


London, April 21.—The earl of Derby died 
this evening at 8:30. The Hon. Ward Henry 
Stanley, earl of Derby, was born July 21, 
1826, and was educated at Rugby and Trinity 
college,Cambridge, where he too a first class in 
the classics in 1848. As Lord Stanley, he rep- 
resented Lynn Regis in the house of commons 
before he succeeded to the peerage. In 1852 
he was appointed under secretary of forei 
affairs in the first administration of his fa- 
ther, the former earl of Derby, wo, after a 
distinguished career as a statesman, died on 
October 28, 1869. Under his father’s second 
administration, the late earl was secretary of 
state for India, with a seat in the cabinet, and 
it was under bis superintendence and man. 
agement that the British-India empire was 
transferred from the hand of the directors of 
the India company to the government of Great 
Britain. 

The late earl was appointed secretary of 
state for foreign affairs in July 1886. Upon 
his father’s death the late earl became a 
member of the house of lords. Disraeli again 
entrusted him with the foreign office in 1874. 
In 1879 the earl of Derby detached himself 
from the conservative party on the ground 
that he did not es the course of the 
conservative leadership in regard to the for- 
eign relations to Great Britain. He beca a 
liberal and was secretary of state for the a 
onies under Mr. Gladstone from 1882 to Jul! 
1885. In 1886, when the divieinn in the lib- 
eral party occurred on the issue of home rule 
for Ireland, Lord Derby took a stand against 
Trish home rule, and has since ranked among 
Mr. Gladstone’s opponents. |

partment, Explains. 
HE SAYS A WORD FOR THE LESSEES 


Two Insurance Companies Makes Howl 
Against a Ruling of the Comptroller 
General—Other Newa, 


Colonel Jones, principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, is up in meeting with a flat 
denial of the statements that have gone 
forth in some of the newspapers about the 
Georgia penitentiary and the way it is 
kept. 

Colonel Jones takes the writer of the 
article that recently appeared in some of 
the Georgia papers outside of Atlanta to 
task for.writing such dn article as that 
which has been copied so freely here and 
there about the state headed ‘The Sitate’s 
Shame.” | 

He takes up the cases of James Thomas, 
for instance, and shows that Colonel James 
M. Smith, the fessee of the division of the 
penitentiary where he is confined, has not 
treated him severely. — 

He shows that many of the reported facts 
in the other cases were not facts at all, 
and goes on to show that the article has 
been founded upon a poor knowledge of 
the real condition of affairs in the Geor- 
gia penitentiary. In other words, he gives 
the penitentiary’s side of the questuon, 
and shows up a word or two about the 
law governing the penitentiary in the state 
end how ét is managed. Among othe 
things the principal keeper says: 

“The law makes it the duty of the as 
sistant keeper of the penitentiary to visit 
each camp once a month, and report the 
condition to the governor. Colonel R. F. 
Wright, the present assistant, is a conscien- 
tious officer and performs this duty well. 

‘The law also requires the principal phy- 
sician to visit each camp every two montis 
and inspect the sanitary condition. 

“Dr. O’Daniel is well and favorably 
known throughout the state, and his pro- 
fessional ability and his integrity are un- 
questioned. The law also requires the 
grand juries of the cothties wherein me 
are located to examine the management 
detail twice a year, and report in their 
presentments. Kach legislature sends a 
committee, both from the house and sen- 
ate, to perform the same duties. With 
these safeguards, is “ft not reasonable to 
suppose that if such inhumane, brutal and 
outrageous treatment was perpetrated, 
some of the officers would discover it? 
Yet, there has not been a single unfavor- 
able report made by any of the grand ju- 
ries, or legislative committees, since my 
connection with the department, but their 
reports have been uniformly compliment- 
ary. The infliction of too severe punish- 
ment has been brought to my knowledge 
in only two instances and in both cases 
the offenders were pramptly discharged. 

“The Augusta Chronicle refers to a let- 
ter published in its columns on the 16th 
instant, copied from The Boston Globe, 
on the “Curious of the South,” in which 
the writer accepts as authoritative, con- 
cerning the negro, the views and statements 
of a negro hack driver, whqg believes that 
George Washington signed the emancipa- 
tion proclamation.”’ 

The Winds Are Not Good. 

“Oh, just to think of it,” sighed Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture R. T.. Nesbite at the 
statehouse yesterday, “Just to think that 
after getting the. good rain that we did 
just at the time we needed it so much, 
we should have these ugly winds to crust 
the ground all over and hurt the young 
crops. ‘The winds have not been -good ne 
us, let me tell you. The land ought to 
harrowed over as soon as possible so that 
the farmers won’t lose in the deal. You 
see the lands were just in that condition 
when the farmers could ill afford to have 
it all crusted over. This is the tender 
season of the year with land. The winds 
have placed a crust over the soil that 
would amaze you. The rain was very much 
needed and [I thought how good it was 
for the farmers of the state that it should 
have rained at the time it did. But then 
came these winds and now it is a matter 
of doubt if the rain didn’t bring harm in- 
stead of good.” 

Insurance Companies Howl. 


Two very interesting cases will come up 
before the attorney general of Georgia to- 
day or tomorrow involving certain law bear- 
ing upon the privileges of insurance com- 
panies in this state. 

There is a law requiring all chartered in- 
xurance companies desiring to do a business 
in this state to make a deposit of $100,000 
in the state in which they are chartered, 
or else in the state they may select as a 
guaranty of good faith. i 

Now, the Guarantors, of Pennsylvania, 
a company doing an employe’s liability in- 
surance business, has gone to work to take 
business in this state. 

The comptroller general told them that 
they would have to comply with the law ju 
the case ane have on deposit in some state 
the $100, showing their certificate 
of deposit. ey do a kind of a steam- 
boiler insufance, too. 

When the comptroller general notified the 
cotapany that the certificates would have to 
be furnished, the ngs ve J made a kick, 
and will argue the case before the attorney 
general. They claim that they are not 
amenable to the law by reason of the fact 
that they do not form a regular chartered 
company, but simply an association of in- 
dividuals, and thus do not come under th 
head of the other regularly chartered com- 
panies that have to come forward with the 
certificate of deposite. 

Another company, the Guarantee Loyds, 
of New York, are waging just such a suit 
and will argue that for similiar reasons; 
they ought not to be forced to show ry

Must Be Respected, Says Judge Harris, and 


the Courts ot Georgia Will Protect 4 


Her Citizens— A Noted Trial. 


Carrollton, Ga., April 21,—(Special.)—It 
was on the 22d of March that the white 
caps went to old man W. J. Britt’s, in 
New Mexico district, and whipped him, his 
wife, Mra. Mary ©. White, Frank Eason, 
Lum Britt, Sam Bowen and several others, 
and today they were sentenced by Judge 
Sampson W. Harris. 

Here is their sentence: 

Dr. Dan Rodgers, Jesse G. Brooks, Sr., 
Jesse G. Brooks, Jr., W. C. Brooks, John 
Plemons, J. J. Pollard, Fred Simpkins, 
Bob Ayres and John Duke were given 
twelve months in the chaingang, and Rich 
Byrd and Tom Roach six months. 

The two last are boys sixteen and nine- 
teen fears old. All eleven of them stood up 
before the court at one time and received 
their sentence. 

Jesse Brooks, Sr., is a man fifty-three 
years old, a deacon in the Baptist church, 
and never was in court before in his life as 
seg His head is blossoming for the 
tomb. : 

It was a graphic sight to see eleven men 
filed into the courtroom at one time, under 
a heavy guard, to receive the sentence of 
the court. 

Dr. Rogers’ Statement. 

Dr. Dan Rogers, who was the captain of 
the band, and a man of more than ordinary 
intelligence, made a detailed statement of 
the whipping. The doctor said that Willis 
C. Brooks, one of the defendants, came to 
his schoolhouse on the evening before the 
whipping and told him of the affair, and 
said that the best peaple in the community 
demanded that these people be whipped, and 
they wanted him for captain. The doctor 
told Brooks that he could not go, for he had 


several patients to see after school. 

Brooks said it was not necessary to go till 

midnight, and he could see his patients and 

then go, to which the doctor agreed. He 
made the same statement as the state’s 

Witnesses did about the whipping. The 

doctor said he engaged in the whipping, but 

he did not hita woman. The doctor closed 
his speech by asking leniency of Judge 

Harris. 

All the prisoners in turn made their lit- 
tle speeches and closed up by asking Judge 
Harris to be light on them. 

Judge Hurris spexnks for Lew and Order. 
Then Judge MHarris’s time came for 
eech-making, and through the courtesy of 
on. H. H. Revill, court stenographer, we 

are able to give one of the finest lectures 

ever given to criminals. Here it is: 

“It is true that I have never had a more 
unpleasant duty to perform in my life. The 
appeals that have been made to me for you 
have touched me, for I see before me the 
Mict that ten or twelve families are in 
trouble and must suffer frong the effects of 
your wrong-doing, and I can‘almost say in 
my heart that if the offense was against 
me personally I could, perhaps, forgive it. 
If it was simply personally against me I 
could fergive you, but, occupying the posi- 
tion that I do, the organ and instrument of 
the law, sworn to see to its enforcement, I 
must do that which gives me great pain. 
The character of your offense is very grave. 
As far back as the history of this white 
race goes it has been declared by law that 
a man’s home is his castle, that there he is 
peculiarly under the protection of the law, 
and no man in this country dares enter it 
for the purpose of offering seriow: personal 
injury to a man _ who lives. there, 
or his family, but what under 


- the law forfeits his life to that man if he 


chooses to take it. 

“Under the laws of Georgia if these men 
that you whipped had have shot you dead 
upon the threshold, the law of this land 
would have justified it. What was the 
penalty you sought to inflict upon these peo- 
ple? You proposed to banish them from the 
state. Why, there is no power in this land 
that can do that lawfully. The legislature 
of your state and all of its courts and its 
executives combined has not tbe right to 
drive a man from the soil of Georgia, and 
yet you took upon yourselves to do it. Why, 
yet you took upon yourselves to do it. Fur- 
thermore you applied to these people 
the lash. Y, the constitution 
of this _ state declares that no 
power in it shall inflict that degrading 

unishment upon any human being. Your 
egislature cannot pass a law that would 
authorize the court to have a man whipped, 
es you have taken it upon yourselves to 

vade this home and apply the lash to these 
people cruelly and babarously. You tried 
them without a hearing and gave them no 
chance to answer the complaints you had 
against them. You cruelly inflicted upon 
them punishment that no court in this land 
could have adjuged against them, and that, 
the constitution declares, shall never be in- 
flicted. This is what you have done; and 
what had they done against you? There is 
not one of you that had a personal griev- 
ance against them, not one. 

The Homes Must Be Protected. 

“If there is a home in this land that the 
law ought to protect, it is the home of the 
poor, the helpless and friendless. ‘The rich 
end powerful can protect themselves; but 
it is the humble and lowly and friendless 
that the law does guard and that it ought 
to guard. You say you did it for the good of 
your children; tbat you did not want your 
children to be raised up with such mee in 
the community. What examples have you 
set to your own children? at of law- 
lessness, violence and cruelty that absolutely 
eS the name of our county. 

“Now, I have not a particle of personal 
feeling in this. ersonally you are all 
strangers to me pay # erhaps, one of you. 
I have none but the kindest. feeling for him, 
for I number among my friends those that 
are kin to him, and it is a matter of regret 
to me that I am compelled to put a penalty 
upon you. Now what should f do? Can it 
be said, is it right, is it just, is it right to 
society, is it right to those people, humble 
as they are, that the privilege that you have 
exercised by going to their homes, carrying 
them out and whipping them as you did; that 
the privilege that you exercised tan se t- 
tled for a few dollars? What man in this 
land will sell to another the right to put the 
lash upon his back? Money cannot purchuse 
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rs.

Piain Talk on Whi:e Capping. 

“T regret that I cannot let you off lightly. 
but I can’t do it. The lawlessness 
of this country is alacsaing, it is wide- 
spread, it is everywhere, an this particu- 
lar crime of men nancing themselves fo- 
gether and going to the homes of people 
who are resting quietly under their gwn 
roof and taking them out and thrashing 
them is growing all through this land. 
Day after day I hear of it—the white cap- 
pers, as they call them, from the Atlantic 
to 8. s particular crime. the right 
to take any man out and whip him, carries 
with it the right to take whoever you please. 
The law cannot submit to it. A govern: 
ment that will not rise in its might and 
protect its citizens, even its humblest, yes, 
even its vilest, in their homes the govern- 
ment that don’t do it, ought not to stand.

“I want you to understand it. I have 
no personal feeling in this matter. I have 
neser in my life been called upon to try 
a@ case, determine what was right to do 
in a case that has given me more concern, 
has given me more anxiety, and this mo- 
ment gives me greater pain than this. For 
it is so widely spread in its effects. My 
deliberate judgment is this: As I have 
stated to you, I cannot allow_you to set- 
tle this with a few dollars; I cannot do 
that.

The Former Was toan Atlanta Paper, the 
Latter ‘rom a Rome Lawyer—The 
Rome Postofiice.

Rome, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)—Lord 
Beresford is resting very quietly in his cell 
today after his expetience yesterday, when 
he thought he was going to the lumber 
camp, despite all the efforts of himself and 
counsel to the contrary. s 

When Mr. Gus Starnes reached Hast 
Rome yesterday afternoon on his way to 
Atlanta from the Dade mines, where he 
had gone to carry a batch of prisoners from 


‘Rome, he was met at the train by Sheriffs 


Moore and McConnell, who had Lord 
Beresford in charge. Beresford had been 
taken from jail and carried over to be sent 
away, but he went protesting and saying 
that he should not be sent until the order 
came down from the supreme court. 

Judge W. M. Henry had ordered Beres- 
ford turned over to the penitentiary guards, 
and under this order Sheriff Moore was 
acting when he carried HKeresford to the 
train to be delivered to Mr. Starnes. 

When the train was reached and Beres- 
ford saw that he was about to go anyhow 
he produced a telegram from Hon. W. C. 
Glenn assuring him that he would not be 
removed until the order from the supreme 
court came. While the officers were con- 
sidering what to do Mr. W. W. Vandiver 
arrived with a telegram from, Principal 
Keeper Jones to Starnes ordering him not 
to receive Beresford from the sheriff. Ac- 
cordingly Beresford was hustled on the 
electric car and carried back to his cell in 
jail. He will remain in his cell until the 
order comes from the supreme court for 
his removal. This order is expected to 
come down from Washington some time 
during the month of May. The officers 
are considerably chagrined because they 
were not allowed to send Beresford away. 

A communication in The Atlanta Jour- 
nal sent out from here yesterday has cre- 
ated a considerable rumpus. The special 
ig very salty, and Sheriff J. C. Moore and 
his friends are not feeling very’ kindly 
about it. The special is said to have been 
written by Beresford and signed by another 
person. It is as follows: 

Rome, Ga., April 20.—Although no mandate 
has been issued by the United States su- 

reme court in the Beresford case, Sheriff 

oore has taken it upon himself to send 
Beresford to the nitentiary today. 

Colonel Watson Vandiver this morning pro- 
tested to Judge Henry, but his honor said that 
if the sheriff chose to take the risk he would 
not interfere. Sheriff Moore carries things 
with a pretty high hand in this county, but the 
gross outrage and wrong that he is perpetra- 
ting today will not be allowed to go unchal- 
lenged. This sudden action is taken because 
Beresford’s friends have started a_ petition 
in circulation appealing to the governor for a 
commutation of his sentence. The idea of 
getting him away from Rome, thus blocking 
him from seeing his friends or communicating 
with them, is a continuation of the persecu- 
tion he is said to have suffered during the 
whole of his misfortunes and tribulations. 

The pvincipal o_o of the penitentiary 
has been informed by wire of the sheriff's 
intention, and he is expected to decline to 
transfer Beresfordgntil the necessary papers 
arrive from WashiMgton. 

As soon as Sheriff Moore read this special 
he started out to find the person who had 
sent it. He failed to find him. however, 
but met Mr. W. W. Vandiver, Beresford’s 
attorney, and showed the special to him. 
Mr. Vandiver was very much surprised 
that such a report should have been sent, 
and in defense of the sheriff he wrote the 
following card: 

Editor Tribune: In today’s "Atlanta Journal 
appears a special from the local representative 
of that paper, which does Sheriff Moore an in- 
justice. Among other things this special 
states that ‘‘Sheriff Moore has taken it upon 
himself to send Beresford to the penitentia- 
ry.”’ This is not correct, as the judge of the 
superior court ordered him turned over to 
the penitentiary authorities. The further 
statement that ‘‘Sheriff Moore carries thin 
with a pretty high hand in this county’’ in 
reference to the Beresford case or anything 
else is an utterance entirety unwarranted by 
facts and expression calculated to prejudice 
the popular mind against one of the best 
known and most admirable officials in the 
state of Georgia. And as to the statement 
in this special, that ‘‘this sudden action is 
taken because Beresford’s friends have start- 
ed a petition in circulation appealing to the 
governor for a commutation of his sentence,”’ 
I would say that to mv certain knowledge 
this is untrne. I say this much in justice 
simply to one of the best officials that this sec- 
tion of the state ever had.

Are We Barbarians? 

A bright-eyed little fellow, with the 
traces of teardrops on his rosy cheeks, 
makes a picture worthy of a better set- 
ting than the iron bars of a prison cell. 

The eleven-year-old boy, Tommy 
Gramling, who was a prisoner at the 
Station house, yesterday, on the charge 
of larceny, looked so winsome and wist- 
ful that the stern guardians of the law 
felt their eyes grow moist when they 
gazed at that sunny, childish face. 

A wee bit of an orphan, friendless, 
homeless and helpless—a waif on the 
troubled sea of life—what wonder if he 
yielded to temptation? Taking it for 
granted that he fell, are we to make no 
allowance for his tender youth—no ef- 
fort to reclaim him? 

We do not know what will be done 
in this case, but we know that young- 
sters of his age are serving terms in 
Georgia chaingangs, herded with the 
vilest and most hardened felons. And 
this boy, himself, has already been 
placed on the footing of a life-long crim- 
inal, and thrown into a cell at the sta- 
tion house like some dangerous monster 
whose very existence is a deadly me- 
nace to society. 

Justice must be done, though the 
heavens fall, some will Say, but what 
sort of justice is this? We pretend to 
be a Christian people, and yet we array 
the whole organized power of the state 
against a baby, for an eleven-year-old 
homeless orphan is practically an infant, 
and we set the machinery of the law in 
motion to send him to the chaingang! 

This little unfortunate may be spared, 
but the God of the fatherless and the 
oppressed will not forget that there are 
other children in our chkaingangs and 
_ convict camps. If anybody should call 
us barbarians how indignantly the 
charge would be resented! What, then, 
are we doing with a system of justice 
that would disgrace barbarians? 

We are busy raising money for Chris- 
tian work among the heathen in dis- 
tant lands, but we allow our inhuman 
laws to drive the weak and helpess into 
schools of crime, from whence they 
emerge trained in all the arts of their 
malefactor associates. Is this policy 
Christian, civilized, or even human? 

We must reform our methods of deal- 
Ing with children as heartless criminals, 
or it will be the worse for us. This le- 
gal warfare upon the little ones must 
cease, and when they transgress the law 
they must not be treated with the ge- 
verity visited upon veteran offenders 
who make crime their profession. <A 
juvenile reformatory would solve the 
problem. It would not cost much, and 
in fact it would be a profitable invest- 
ment because it would ‘save many a 
child from a lawless career that would 
seriously damage society. We shoula 
have a reformatory because we cannot 
bear the guilt and the shame of de- 
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emphatically and’ unreservedly untrue, 
and if advanced by a so-called silver 
fanatic would subject him, as they 
ought anybody, to unmeasured ridicule 
and derision. 

That not being our way of treating a 
matter of so serious import, we would 
like to ask if in France it is not the cus- 
todian instead of .the customer who has 
the choice of metal, and if specie pay- 
ments are not maintained though the 
Bank of France pays out silver or gold 
at her option and not at the pleasure of 
the holder of her obligations? 

Mr. Goschen in his Leeds speech, 
some two years ago, speaking of the 
readiness with which gold was being 
drawn from the Bank of England and 
the necessity of preventing it, as far 
as possible, discussd the practice in 
other countries and said: “Why do 
they not go to France? If they go to 
France, well, on presentng their bills 
they may be offered silver and not gold, 
if it is inconvenient to the Bank of 
France to pay in gold. Therefore, again, 
from France you cannot get the gold 
which is wanted.” 

In France, as in this country, all gov- 
ernment and other obligations are pay- 
able in gold or silver at the option of 
the debtor. Unlike our treasury de- 
partment the Bank of France invari- 
ably exercises this option and pays out 
either gold or silver as suits her conve- 
nience, making no discrimination against 
either metal. 

Pursuing this policy with unvarying 
regularity France has succeeded in 
maintaining specie payments and accu- 
mulating more gold, as well as more 
silver, than any other country in the 
world. 

In the face of these facts could any- 
Hing ha more ridtentone than the asser- 
tion that Mr. Carlisle will suspend specie 
payments when he pays out silver for 
government obligations lawfully payable 
in silver? 


Will Colonel Buck Resign’? 

A Constitution reporter made an ef- 
fort yesterday to get some interesting 
information from Colonel Buck, the 
well-known republican partisan, who is 
holding the office of United States mar- 
shal under the democratic administra- 
tion. The questions which the reporter 
was instructed to present to Colonel 
Buck cover a good deal of ground. and 
were intended to be the means of sup- 
plying our readers with some suggestive 
intelligence. 

The colonel was in good humor—as 
he has a right to be, seeing that he is 
holding a very desirable position under 
the democratic administration—but he 
seems to think that The Constitution 
stands ready to inject an extraordinary 
meaning into such replies as he might 
choose to make. He has an idea that 
he would have a wider and a fairer 
field if he had a paper of his own in 
which he might speak freely. 

But if Colonel Buck had a paper of 
his own it would be an ultra republican 
organ, and we might expect to find in 
it severe criticism of the administration 
which has thus far permitted him to re- 
tain his fat office. To the extent. of 
giving us the information which we are 
seeking Colonel Buck has the right to 
use our columns freely, and we are con- 
vinced that what he says will prove to 
be interesting to our readers. The ques- 
tions are bluntly shaped, perhaps, but 
they go as it were to the root of the 
matter. They are framed on the sup- 
position that Colonel Buck is not 
ashamed of the record he has made in 
Georgia as an active and offensive re- 
publican partisan, embodying in his ef- 
forts‘ that “pernicious activity’ which 
grie’’*Sthe souls of. the mugwumps who 
beli¢ve in nothing but their own per- 
sonal infallibility. 

The Constitution freely concedes the 
right of Colonel Buck to be a pernicious- 
ly active republican, and it thinks he is 
just the man to hold office under a par- 
tisan republfcan administration. But 
when it comes to his holding office un- 
der a democratic administration, that is 
another matter altogether. We are so 
certain that his present position—hold- 
ing office under an administration that 
he tried by every means in his power to 
defeat—is embarrassing to him that we 
have no hesitation in asking him to re- 
sign. © His republican ideas and pro- 
clivities are so strong that he cannot 
feel at ease in serving a democratic ad- 
ministration. He is bound to feel out 
of place. We think, therefore, that his 
resignation would be a pleasing per- 
formance to himself, as it would certain- 
ly be a great relief to those who be- 
lieve that democrats ‘should fill the 
offices under a democratic administra- 
tion. 

No doubt the reason Colonel Buck has 
not been removed is because his case 
has been overlooked. The democratic 
administration has been so busy with 
other matters that it has not had time to 
appoint the colonel’s successor. It is 
not the policy of the administration to 
keep offensive republican partisans in 
office, and, Colonel Buck, knowing this, 
ought to get out of the way so that a 
democratic successor may be appointed. 
A republican partisan, so perniciously 
active as Colonel Buck has been, and as 
he bids fair to be again, cannot wit» 
comfort to himself serve a democratic 
administration. 

He should resign as promptly as 
possible.

The Raid On the Treasury. 

The Boston Herald, which is the most 
bumptious organ of goldolatory in the 
country, says that the east has “a moral 
right” to regard the silver notes as en- 
titled to payment in gold, and it adds 
that “this right has been conferred by 
Secretary Foster.” Think of that! 
Think of Charles Foster, the emissary 
of goldbug republicanism, and the agent 
of the Wall street conspirators “conferr- 
ing the right” to have the silver notes 
redeemed in gold! 

And yet this is the essence and sub- 
stance of all the argument that can be 
advanced in support of Foster’s policy. 
There is no other. Charles Foster. re- 
publican secretary of the treasury, “con- 
ferred the right’’ on the silver notes to 
be redeemed in gold exclusively, so that 
the Wall street bankers might have a 
margin for their operations in raiding 
the gold reserve and reducing it in 
order to force a new issue of bonds. 
Thus fortified the conspirators have 
made their raid. 

It is a significant fact that none of 
the northeastern banks have shown the 
slightest inclination or desire to come 
to the support of the treasury. The 
western banks, more patriotic, have for- 
| warded gold to the treasury, and Mr. 
Carlisle says that “arrangements are in 
progress by which more gold is to be 
procured from the west.” This fact 
shows that the western bankers are 
patriotic enough to come to the aid of 
the government, whereas the northeast- 
ern bankers are engaged in a conspira- 
cy to break down our currency system. 

But, under all the circumstances, how 
much longer can the government hope 
to receive supplies of gold from the 
west, if it is all to be poured into the 
Wall street rat hole? For how long a 
time will the western banks endure this 
self-imposed drain on their resources 
when they perceive that their contribu- 
tions of gold are paid out for silver 
notes to satisfy the greed of the eastern 
money sharks and bond-forcers? The 
policy of Charles Foster in paying gold 
for the silver notes, instead of carrying 
out the plain provisions of the law of 
1890, was an invitation to the bond con- 
spirators of Wall street and the region 
round about. to begin their raid on the 
treasury gold, and they had hardly be- 
gun it befure he had the engravers of 
the treasury at work on plates for a 
new bond issue. The inference is clear 
that Foster was a definite part of the 
bond conspiracy. 

The secretary says that he will pay 
the silver notes in gold as long as the 
gold is available for that purpose, and 
there will be gold available just as long 
as the western or southern banks pour 
the yellow metal into the rat hole that 
the policy of the government has made 
tributary to the designs of the eastern 
gold sharks and money-lenders. In 
this way Wall street can draw out and 
absorb the gold as fast as it goes into 
the treasury, and there is no possible 
way to prevent them unless the plain in- 
tentions of the law of 1890 are carried 
out, 

Senator Cockrell, of. Missouri, strikes 
the keynote of democratic policy when 
he Says that if he were in Mr. Carlisle’s 
place, he would refuse to pay out gold, 
in a contingency like this, for any form 
of paper except gold certificates. In 
other words, he would treat silver as 
eoin, and pay it out for greenbacks and 
treasury notes, thus pricking the mono- 
metallist bubble and putting an end to 
the raid on the treasury gold. The 
policy outlined by Senator Cockrell is 
precisely the policy of France, which we 
have briefly discussed in another article. 


Our Streets and Their Names.

The old names are historic, associat- 
ed with our old pioneers and the war 
period, and they should be preserved.

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THE HANDS OF FRIENDS AT LAST. 


The Ladies of the Jennie D, Inman Orphan- 
age Become Interested, and Secure 
Possession ofthe Boy.. 


Little Tommie Gramlfhg slept last night, 
tucked in between the warm blankets of 
the Jennie D. Inman orphanage. A 
smile of peace brightened up his wan coun- 
tenance a&.¢losing his eyes, he fell asleep. 

All around him were evffences of the 
presence Of Mind bearts and of tat charity 
which would shield the little oneg whom 
providence has thrown upon the world., 

The night before he had slept in the pris- 
on house, surrounded by the vile and the 
foul-tongued, whose blasphemies will ling- 
ger in ifs memory, if he should live to the 
age of Methuselah. 

Somebody’s child?—no, the child of sor- 
row. With father dead, with mother in 
the grave, he did not have the shield which 
other more favéred boys have had. He was 
suspected, and into the prison house he was 
thrust with criminals black and. reeking 
in vice. There his ears were attuned to 
oaths, the hearing of which was a more 
grievous crime than the stealing of the 
watch, even had he been guilty. 

It was a shocking story, and if the tell- 
ing of it be shameful, let the remedy lie in 
the changing of the law and not in the sup- 
pression of the existence of an iniquity 
which should never have disgraced civili- 
gation... 

And what is the story of this presence of 
a child in prison? 

A watch was missing. The boy had been 
to the house during the day. He was an 
orphan, enjoying the protection of that no- 
ble charity of Mr. Sam Inman. He had been 
sent on an errand. Even had he taken the 
watch, the arrest would have been blacken- 
ed by his incarceration among the vile un- 
dercurrent of humanity. But he was only 
suspected. He was grasped up as though 
he was a terrible criminal, against whom 
the powerful city of Atlnta asked that 
heavy iron bars should be placed. Tearful- 
ly he protested his innocence, and bewilder- 
ingly he looked around at the strong iron 
cage which this great Christian city rivet- 
ed around him. No wonder tears dimthed 
his eyes, that as he wept himself to sleep 
his heart should be in the grave with his 
mother. And if it be possible that the 
blessed in heaven know and sympathize with 
the woes. of beings here on earth, what 
must have been the grief of that mother’s 
heart? 

But there were mothers in Atlanta who 
read that pitiful story of the imprisonment 
of little Tommie Gramling. They felt that 
childhood should not thus consort with 
vice, that this dead mother’s child should 
no longer cower behind the bars’ kept 
in place by an _ hundred = stalwart 
men. Among these, Mrs. Dr. Turner was 
conspicuous. With several ladies connected 
with the Inman orphanage, she called upon 
Chief of Police Connolly, and secured his 
consent that they should become the guard- 
ians of little ‘Tommie, until something 
should be done. 

What a picture the trembling little crea- 
ture presented as the great bars were 
turned, and he was told that he might come 
out. While other children of his age could 
romp and play, and enter upon their life 
with happy hearts, here stood this child of 
eleven, with the cruel accusation seared into 
his very soul. It may be asked where do 
anarchists come from? Ask this 
little boy, in after years when, overcome 
by the memory of this cruel wrong, 
ciety which would confine a baby behind 
iron bars. 

“I am not guilty,” he still protested. 

But even if he had been, what of that? 
Is all missionary effort to be wasted in Cuba 
and China, and the helpless at our own 
doors to be cast into the Gehenna of de- 
struction? Punishment is for hardened, de- 
liberate criminals, and not for suckling 
babes. 

The kind women cheered him up, and 
taking him back to the Inman orphanage, 
they began that better task of reformation 
which should be the aim of all. Surely the 
lesson of this imprisonment will not be lost 
upon Atlanta. It should hasten the building 
of that reformatory where children will be 
trained up to usefulness, instead of being 
thrown into a dungeon with the detestable 
wicked. In this city of Christian endeavor 
and Christian enterprise, it should not be 
said that children like little Tommie have 


no place in the plan of salvation.

THE START TO BE MADE ON TUESDAY. 


Mr. BE. M. Durant and Mr. Walter Howard 
W ill Run a Bicycle Race to the 
W orld’s Fair. 


The most interesting contest Atlanta has 
witnessed in a long time will begin next 
week and two well known young Atlantians 
will be the central figures. 

One is Mr. Edward M. Durant, a well- 
known newspaper man, who has made many 
friends in Atlanta in his long connection 
with The Constitution, and in his present 
capacity of Atlanta correspondent of The 
Macon Telegraph. 

The other is Mr. Walter Howard, 
equally as well known and familiar to the 
reading public as one of the most popular 
reporters of The Evening Journal. 

Both are expert bicycle riders, and for 
the past year or twe each has been doing 
his local newspaper work on wheels, so to 
speak, for their bicycles have been their 
steady companions, and their constant 
wanderings throughout the city have been 
facilitated by their adaptation of the bicy- 
cle to the practical work of reporting. 

They start for Chicago next Tuesday in 
a friendly contest to see which of the two 
can make the trip between Atlanta and 
Chicago the quickest. 

A purse of $150 will be raised, $100 of 
which goes to the winner and $50 to the 
loser. 

How It Started. 

The race originated in this way. Several 
days ago these two reporters chanced to 
meet in the suburbs of the city, where they 
had gone .to investigate a reported news 
item. Each had his wheel, and after fin- 
ishing work both started back to the city. 
A friendly wager was made between the 
two as to who could make the trip to the 
artesian well first, and at break-neck speed 
they started full tilt to the city, passing 
the artesian well neck and neck after a 
half hour’s run. 

This friendly little spurt elicited a dis- 
cussion among a party of well-known gen- 
tlemen who were present at the artesian 
well when they arrived as to which of the 
two was really the best rider. 

fach readily found his champions, and 
the upshot of the matter was that a chal 
lenge was passed for a race between At- 
lanta and Chicago. It was no sooner of- 


fered than accepted, and a committee went { 


to work at once arranging the terms. 
The Terms of the Kace. 


The terms as announced yesterday after- 
noon are as follows: 

The two men are to leave Atlanta next 
Tuesday, one at 1 o’clock and the other at 
3 o'clock, this to be decided by lot, the main 
object being to have their start entirely 
separate so that they will not be thrown 
together at any time after leaving Atlanta 
until they get to Chicago. Of course the 
one who starts last will be given the bene- 
fit of an extra two hours in the final con- 
test. 

Neither is to let the other know his 
route to Chicago, and it is to be a free go- 
as-you-please between Atlanta and the 
world’s fair city. Each has the privilege 
of selecting his own route, and it will be to 
the advantage of both to test their gener- 
alship in selecting the shortest possible 
route. It will be required of each to secure 
certificates from the telegraph operators in 
towns through which they pass at intervals 
of not more than one hundred miles apart. 
Their progress will be telegraphed to the 
Atlanta papers from along the line, so that 
the public may keep fully up with their 
movements. 

Each party solemnly obligates himself not 
to make use of any other means of locomo- 
tion, unless it be walking, throughout the 
whole distance and if circumstances require 
either of the two to desert his bicycle for 
other methods of conveyance he is to tele- 
graph the same to Atlanta and be ruled out 
of the race. The other man, however, is ta 
continue his trip until he reaches Chicago, 
and under the terms the prize is only to be 
awarded on condition that one of the two 
makes the trip. 

They are to report at a given place in 
Chicago, to be named later, and their ar- 
rival will be immediately wired to Atlanta. 


They Are Getting Ready. 


Both of the young gehtlemen are getting 
ready and are practicing nightly on long 
runs. Mr. Durant toek a filt of thirty- 
four miles on Thursday night, and after his 
work yesterday afternoon Mr. Howard 
made a run to Buckhead and back before 
supper. They are probably the best long 
distance bicycle riders in Georgia, and both 
have considerable experience. Mr. Durant 
has made the trip to Jonesboro and back 
several times just for amusement, and it is 
a frequent thing for Mr. Howard to hitch up 
hig machine and make a run to Marietta 
and back just to see how hig wheel works. 


Alli Agog About It. 


The friends of each of the two contest- 
ants are all agog about the race and the 
daily practice meets are watched with ex- 
ceeding interest. Each of the two are 
being groomed to perfection, and nothing 
will be left undone to have them in fine 
running order for the start. 

The distance between Atlanta and Chi- 
cago is about 800 miles, and it is thus evi- 
dent that they have some lively work be 
fore them.

It will be a very easy job to get up the 
fund as everybody is exceedingly interested 
in it. : 

Later developments in the contest will be 
published between now and Tuesday, and 
the public will be given the full benefit of 
the news incidents of the race from start 
to finish.

NEW ORLEANS, Apri! 31—Our position is sustained 
as to the need of a good spot demand to sustain con- 
tracts, because, with a tame spot market in Liverpool 
today prices have receded here about 16 points from 
yesterday’s closing, while Liverpool lost the improve- 
there of 3-64d and closed 142-64d lower than last night. 
The effect on our market here was to cause the with- 
drawal of buyers and free selling by the longs. The 
discounts in New York and this market on the current 
and new positions are always attributed to the fear of 
tenders of such character of cotton as the rules in 
both markets have permitted. Otherwise there is no 
good reason why a contract should not more nearly 
approximate the price ot middling. The more nearly 
a month becomes current the working of the new rules 
bore on January and months thereafter will be watched 
with a good deal of interest. There is no reason why 
Liverpool should not sell more cotton daily than &,000 
to 10,000 bales, unless they are willing to take the 
chances of the large visible supply of an American 
crop the coming season considerably in excess of the 
one now ending, and in that case they will likely not 
exoeed daily 10,000 bales. The outlook for the near 
future is one dependent on spinners’ demand and crop 
accounts. The latter are nct at all favorable, largely 
through cold and dry weather, and frost in some sec- 
tions. If stocks can be reduced sharply from week to 
week it will create, perhaps, a decidedly bullish feel- 
ing, but otherwise more encouragement will be given 
to the sellers. Liverpool stock of American on hand 
and afloat is 1,446,000 bales, or only 5,000 bales less than 
last Friday, so there is not much encouragement for 
the spot cotton holder there as yet.

SEVEN TRAINS A DAY TO CHICAGO. | pea 


e < The Western and Atlantic Will Run Four 
and the Bast Tennessee Will Have 
Three—Both Make Quick Time 


All who want to get to the world’s fair 
for the opening must start before tomorrow 
week. The opening will be a great event 

~ jn the history of this country. 

Primarily, it is intended to commemorate 
the discovery of the new world, and it is 

‘noticeable that the two continents, North 
and South America, left the celebration to 


the United States. 

The éxposition at Chicago will be the 
most wonderful ever seen, and it will not 
be duplicated in the lifetime of this genera- 
tion. There will be a rush to Chicago from 
all parts of the world during the summer. 
The longer the trip is put off, the greater 
the crowd to contend with. 

Thousands and thousands will try to go 
as early as possible. The railroad ticket 
offices are receiving inquiries every few min- 
utes about rates and trains. From Atlanta 
the round trip will be about $31; perhaps a 
half dollar more, and maybe the even sum. 
These tickets will go on sale Friday, and 
they will be good to return on until Novem- 
ber 5th. 

There will be two direct routes from At- 
lanta to the fair, and between these there 
will be the liveliest sort of rivalry. The 
Western and Atlantic and the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia will compete for 
the business from Atlanta and all Georgia. 
Either way the trip will be interesting it- 
self. The Western and Atlantic will take 
its passengers to Chattanooga and on over 
the mountains to Nashville, and up through 
the blue-grass region of Kentucky to Louis- 
ville, or from across the western part of 
Kentucky to Evansville, and thence up to 
Chicago. This is the short line to the fair, 
but any route is good and some will want to 
go one way and return another. 

The Western and Atlantic has three trains 
a day now, and expects to add a fourth 
about the time the fair opens. The sched- 
ules now are such that a traveler can leave 
here at 8:10 o’clock one morning and be in 
Chicago the next morning at 10:40 o'clock. 
That is twenty-six hours and a half, and it 
is a pleasant ride, for it gives the trip all 
the way from here to Nashville by daylight, 
and there is no prettier scenery anywhere 
than between Chattanooga and Nashville, 
where the trains wind around and over the 
mountains; a grand panorama stretching 
out behind and constantly unfolding some- 
thing new. 

Then there is the fast train which leaves 
here at 8:20 o'clock at night and reaches 
Chicago at 10 o'clock the next night. This 
schedule is twenty-five hours and forty min- 
utes, the fastest train between Atlanta and 
Chicago. It gives a daylight ride between 
Nashville and Terre Haute. 

The train which leaves Atlanta at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, over the Western 
and Atlantic, will go by Louisville, and 

ut the passengers in Chicago at 4 o'clock 
the afternoon. 

_The fourth train is to leave here at 11 
o'clock at night and reach Chicago the sec- 
ond morning at 7 o'clock. This train will 
go by the way of Louisville. 

The Western and Atlantic, with its con- 
nections, the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis and the Louisville and Nashville. 
will also carry passengers to Chicago from 
Atlanta by the way of Louisville and Cin- 
cinnati, if that route is perferred. at is 
longer, but many people will want to go by 
Cincinnati, and it will not cost any more to 
travel that way than by the shorter routes.

The Kast Tennessee. 


The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
has been in the field for world’s fair esiaeee 
for a long time and has been working up to 
it. It has one train which it calls the 
world's fair special. This train leaves At- 
Janta at 1:55 o’clock in the afternoon and 
gets to Chicago at 5:20 o’elock the next 
afternoon by the Monon, or the passenger 
can havea choice of routes from rf Soe nate 
and there will not be half an hour's differ- 
ence in the time of reaching his destination. 
This train gives a daylight ride up to Chat- 
tanooga, then it is a night ride up to about 
Lexington, Ky., and from there into Cin- 
cinnati and on to Chicago the ride will be 
by daylight. This will give a view of the 
rich farming lands of Ohio, Indiana and 
Iilinois. 

Then the East Tennessee has the Cincin- 
nati and Florida vestibule train which comes } 
through here going north at 2:45 o’clock in 
the morning. It will not be necessary to 
wait up until that hour though, for there 
is a sleeper waiting in the union depot to 
go out on this train every night. 

In addition to these trains there will be 
a third, which is to be the finest on the road. 
‘It will leave here about 8 o’clock in the 
morning.and reach Chicago the next morn- 
ing. e schedule has not been announced 
yet, but it will give a daylight ride away 
up into Tennessee. ere is a beautiful 
scenery along this line, and on a train which 
strikes the high bridge in a day, the travel- 
er gets one of the sights of the country. 

Pullman sleeper fare from Atlanta to 
Chicago will be $4.50. passenger can 
take the day ride in a coach on either road 
and for the berth at night will give up only 
$2. Special sleeping cars have been made 
by the Pullman company for the world’s fair 
travel. Some of these are very large and 
will carry sixty-four persons by crowding. 

Parties can charter Pullmans for the trip 
either way but no sleeping car will be held 
at Chicago, The company refuses to park 
its cars as it will need all of them it has to 
accommodate the travel. 

All the trunk lines running to Chicago 
have made great preparations for the travel 
this summer. Some of the principal lines 
between the east and Chicago have relaid 
their tracks with new and heavy rails and 
have bought new cars and engines. The 
southern roads will give good schedules and 
fine equipment. They will not have any- 
thing like the travel which the northern 
‘roads will get and it will not be necessary 
to ingrease the service more than a train or 
_ two per deg during the summer except on 
special occasions. e opening will draw 
the largest crowd of the year probably. 
President Cleveland goes out with his cab- 
inet to be present. Georgia will be repre- 

sented by citizens if not in an exhibit.

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What Atlanta Bankers Would Do tf They 
Were Secretary of the Treasury. 
ALL OPPOSE SELLING THE BONDS. 


The Reserve Is Lying Idje inthe Treasury 
and There Is No Reason to Issue New 
Bonds with Cash in the Vaults. 


There is hardly an Atlanta banker who, 
if he were to change places with Mr. Car- 
lisle, would not draw on the gold reserve to 
meet the emergency. This city’s bankers 
are mostly silver men, provided the silver 
dollar is intrinsically worth as much as the 
gold dollar. Some of them are perfectly 
content with the greenback dollar, In the 
fall of the year silver aud gold are slighted 
whenever paper money can be obtained in 


their places. : k 

During the season when cotton is being 
picked and moved, hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have to be sent into the country to 
pay the hands and to pay the owners. 

The express charges on slver and gold are 
high and this is the reason paper: is pre 
ferred, 

‘Phe bankers say that they cannot tell 
any difference in the amount of gold in 
circulation now and two or three years ago. 
Silver piles up here during the spring and 
summer and sometimes gets to be a@ nuls- 
ance, , 

Captain R. J. Lowry, president of the 
Lowry Banking Company, was readivg an 
article on the current financial situation 
when a Constitution reporter called on him 
yesterday. ‘ 

He was asked what he would do if he 
were secretary of the treasury in the pres 
ent situation, whether he would issue bonds 
or draw ou the $10U0,0UU0,0U00 of gold re 
serve. 

“As between those two alternatives I 
should use the reserve. ‘The gold is there, 
lying idle and in my opinion can be used 
without danger. New York wants more 
bonds issueu. New York hus millions on 
haud and bonds make the best investment, 
und besides tue brokers Wouid get a Col- 
mission, : 

‘4 beiieve in the silver dollar, but I want 
it to be worta as much lutriusically as the 
gold dollar. We heur a great dea: of talk 
about the growing scarcity of gold and that 
the output 1s growing smaller. ‘The statis- 
tics show tlie opposite. Jou know we 
world is producing about $110,00U,U000 a 
year of gold. ln 1874 the total produc 
tion for the wordld was $0,750,000, and 
in 18S the output for the world was $¥o,- 
400,000, In 18587 the product was $114,- 
U0UV,000. The average yield of gold in the 
world for nineteen years from 18/73 to the 
close of 1801 wags $107,000,000 a year. 
In 1588 the yield was $110,197,000, in 
1889 $124,489,000, in 1890 $120,000,000 
and in 1891 these statistics show that the 
yield reached $126,159,000.”’ 

Captain Maddox said that he thought the 
gold reserve could be drawn without risk 
of embarrassing the government. “It may 
be that Mr. Carlisle will have to sell bonds 
after awhile, but for the present he has 
$100,000,000 to use or he can certainly use 
a part of it if it becomes necessary. The 
issue of bonds would be the last resource.” 
Captain Rucker, who was sitting near, 
agreed with his partner in this view. And 
so it was generally with the bankers. 

Should the necessity arise, the secretary 
has the authority to sell bonds “‘at not less 
than par in coin, either of the description 
of bonds of the United States described in 
the act of congress approved July 14, 
1870.”" These are 5 per cent, 4° 1-2 per 
cent and 4 per cent bonds; and it is pro- 
vided that they “shall be redeemable in 
coin of the present standard value.” The 
gold people want the provision inserted that 
the coin shall be gold and not leave it to 
a choice between silver and gold. They 
say that Eurdpe may be slow to take bonds 
which are not made payable in gold. 

In this connection, Captain Lowry called 
attention to the following from The New 
York Journal of Commerce: 

‘There should be no occasion to issue 
bonds, and there would not be if, common 
sense were allowed to govern the manare 
ment of the federal finances and its regu- 
lations of the currency. We have seen no 
answer to the question why the secretary 
should bother himself about filling up the 
treasury with gold. It is said that when 
the gold certificates give out the shippers 
can present the greenbacks at the subtreas- 
urv and that these ‘must be paid in gold,’ 
but we have_seen no authority quoted for 
this imperative. The resumption act sim- 
ply provides that the secretary of the treas- 
ury shall redeem these notes ‘in coin’ in 
sums of not less than $50. We can see no 
reason why the huge pile of silver dollars, 
$360,000,000 of them, now held in the 
treasury would not meet all the require- 
ments of the law, and why there should he 
any sale of bonds for this purpose. We fail 
to see any reason for buying gold abroad 
with which to redeem the legal tender 
notes, which are payable ‘in coin,’ of which 
the treasury has an d@undance, in order 
that the holder may have it without cost to 
themselves for shipment to Austria, where 


it seems to be needed.”
